JLiru and Leaves a l..uiii; 
Bocuniciiti 

QuiKOY.IU;, Oot.4.— An extraordin- 
ary suicide took place at the Fay iiouse, 
a private boarding house next to the 
government building in this city, on 
Thursday, the victim bi-ir,g iM. Wood, 
a young man aged 21 years, of steady, 
sober habits, who was formerly city re- 
porter on the Herald, and . later on the 
Journal, His parents reside In Elling- 
ton township, near this city, his father 
beinK a justice of the peacH and well tc- 
do, financially. WooiI'h dead body was 
found in his room about 10 o'clock, 
sitting in a chair. Before him, on a 
marble slab table, a lamp was still 
burning, and a revolver lay on the 
floor by his side. There was a bull 
hole through his head. Nineteen pages 
of manuscript, covered with blood, were 
on the table. Following is thc^ most im- 
portant part of the document; 

"Broiher Reporters: When you come 
to sift this matter and sum it up, vour 
articles will be about as foilowa: 8hort- 
ly after supper last evening a ri^port of 
a pistol was heard to issue from a room 
at the Fay house. Investigation reveal- 
ed the fact that iM. M. Wood, a board- 
er at the above named houst;, had seiz- 
ed a revolver and deliberately shot him- 
self through the biain, the ball enter- 
ing near the right temple, and tearing 
away a small portion of the skull. The 
cause for the rash act is not under- 
stood, but it is supposed to bo tempor- 
ary insanity. The perpetrator of such 
a deed is never supjiosed to bo in* his 
ri«ht mind, and although Mr.' Wood 
never gave any evidence to- the con- 
trary, thit must have been the cause, 
either directly or indirectly." 

The suicide then goes into a long 
history of his life, saying that his trou- 
bles were not apparent; that he, though 
young, had been much troubled; though 
out of position, he considered that a 
trifle; that ho owed some for board, but 
had assets to cover it; that his troubles 
began early, his life at home being un- 
pleasant; he liiid Kuvorul dillioulties 
with his father, who even made his 
graduation unpleasant; but besides all 
these there was something else that he 
could not tell that made him miserable. 
He spoke of his mother ali't-ctionately, 
sayingthat nt least she would mourn for 
hitn. This part of the letter ho .said he 
cojila hot wfi'to without (.ears. 

■The dflcupient dqses as fpllows; 
"Reader, it requires nerve to take 
one'a life, and it is not weakness in me 
to say that as I write tbtse lines 1 am 
trembling like an aspen leaf. Before 
me, on this marble slab, lies the death- 
dealing revolver, charged and cocked, 
and as I look at it my heart almost 
leaps into my mouth. It is a fearful 
thing to take one's lite, and I cannot 
see how so many have heart to do it; 
but here goes."

Ill- GRANITE VREilK. 

The news from thia iie\v gold miniiig 
locality continues uiiifoniiiy good. While 
there is nothing 80 far to unduly excite 
there is much to interest Qratiit© ereek 
is situated sufficiently near to civilization 
to insune the miners a cheap and plenti- 
ful supply of food, raiment luid tools. At 
Cariboo in 18GL and 1802 proviaiona could 
80ArcBl}r bo had at any price— freight 
being $2,000 a ton, and the means of 
transportation bo limited that the popu- 
lation was frequently on the verge of 
starvation. It is not strange that with 
labor at 8iC for an oight-hour shift and 
flour at SliiO a barrel few of the many 
who wont to those digninga brought out 
with them as muchaa they took iu. Tt la 
not an unreasonable eatiinute wlion wo auy 
that relatively speaking §2.50 a day ia 
better pay on Granite oreek than a 
day in Cariboo in 1802. Besides, there 
is reason to hope that the now di^'- 
gings, if not ao rich as the nortliurn 
gold field, are mdre e.ttensive and lasting. 
There are some who indulge the iiopo that 
in Granite' creek a worthy successor of 
"William creek haa been discovered. Wil. 
liam creek was oiio of tlib richest gold- 
bearing strtams in the world. From (irat 
to last S45,000,000 iu gold was taken from 
its bed and banks, anil some persons who 
now roll in wealth in other lands dato 
their prosperity from tho discovery of 
gold at Cariboo. It is ovon said that 
i'lood & O'Brien of fiau i<'ranci8co bor- 
rowed from ono Wade, a minor, §05,000 
in gold. 'his savings at Cariboo, 'and with 
it niado their lirat inve.stnient in Waahoa 
atooka, which afterwards yielded thum 
millions. We do not share the belief that 
the,n^«Bg^l(i,iield will eg^ual in richness 
tho'old; but it might easily be more ex- 
lensivo and diffuse its wealth more widely. 
Cariboo enriched a few. Lot ii.i hope 
that the Granite creek district will enrich 
the many. 

MAEQUIS OF LANSDOWNE. 

Tho Bight Hon. Henry Charles Keith 
Potty FitK-MauricB, eldest son of the 
fourth Marqiiia of Linsdowtio, K. G., by 
his second wife, the Lady Emily Jane, 
eldest daughter of the Come do Flahault 
and the Baronets Iveith and Ifavine, was 
born in 1845. He waa educated at Eton 
and ot fialiol College, Oxford; and was 
formerly a captain in the Wilts Yeomanry 
cavalry, Ho suoceoded liis father iu the 
Marquiaate and thoir titles in 180C. Lonl 
Lnnsdowne was a lord of the treasury 
from 1808 to 1872, and undec-iiecretary 
of war from tho latter date till 1874. He 
was appciinteil under-aeoratary for India 
when Mr.. 'QlAdftEpne took offi again in 
1880, but retired two months aftenvarda 
(July 18) owing to a disagreement with 
the government on the subject of the com- 
peusation for diaturbance (Ireland) bill.In 
May, 1683, the Queen approved tho ap- 
pointment of Lord Lansdowno as gover- 
nor-general of Canada, in succession to 
tho Marquis of Lome, who was to retire 
in October of that year, on the completion 
of the period for which he was appointed. 
The Marquis ia a maKiotrato for tho county 
of Kerry. He married iu 1809 Lady 
Maud Evelyn Hamillon, youngest daugh- 
ter of the first Duke of Abercorn,

The retirement of O'Donnell from the 
Irish parliamentary party leaves Joseph G. 
Biggar tho only remaining member of the 
faction which, under tho hiadership of 
Parnoll, initiated the obstruction tactics 
in the house of conimona in 1877- O'Don- 
nell's defection also calls public attention 
again to tho Irish dissciiRiuiis which .seeui 
to daily increase in importance and bitter- 
ness. Davitt, who hua for a long time 
offered a dangerous rivalry to Piiniell's 
leadership, is quiet for the present, but n 
now revolt haa broken out, iiiid it is all 
tho more threatening because it is witliin 
tho ranks of the parllaineiitury party. 
The chief malcontents, besides O'Donnell, 
are James Carlile McCoan, John O'Con- 
nor Power, William Shaw, and Timothy 
Michael Boaly. A corroapondenl had an 
interview with Power, who said th;it tho 
aeeda of the present diaoonteiit had been 
flown long ago. In cuni|)aii>- with William 
Shaw and the late Jl Jl. .Sullivan, he had 
for years protested agaiuat tho Irish policy 
of vetng^ance, and had deelintid to obey u 
leader or remain in a party which con- 
nived at murder and eiicoursgod boycot- 
ting, but all who had of laty years a3i)irtid 
to any degree of leadership in the Irish 
party had found Parnell too ntroiif^ and 
had themselves been crushed. "What 
Parnell needs now," added Power bitterly, 
•'is a class of:men who are political Cir- 
oaBBiana and whom a iiundred pounds a 
year will make slaves. " 

A NIGUT BOAT. 

Perhaps itis ra.th8r soon to Sf^itate for a 
night boat between Victoria and the must 
available point on the maiiiliiiKl: whethor 
that point be New Wedtiuiiiatiir or Coal 
Harbor; but it is nevertheless a matter 
that will ha?o to bo faced sliortly. As 
boats pun.. Mow a day is lost to the buai 
nesB man wlid;^Jeavs8:thi9 pott at 7 o'clock 
in the mdrniii^j, reaches New Westminster 
at 2 and Harnirioiid at 5 in tho evening 
and cannot take the train for tho interior 
or liiu east before 7 o'clock the next illum- 
ing, having consumed just 24 hours be- 
fore getting a fair start on the railway, 
which is distant only 80 miles from Yio- 
toria.' -It ia plain that time is not a pre- 
cious commodity in thia country, elso a 
trip which ought to be accotnpliahod in 6 
hours would not require 2-1. Several 
years ago The CutoiiUt inaugurated a 
"through to Yale" agitation. Before 
that agitation a trip fiom Yale to Victoria 
occupied 2i days and cargoes for Yale or 
Victoria were exchanged at tho lloyal 
City. The establiahmeiit of a "through 
to Yale" line shortened the tiino betv/een 
Victoria and Yale by two-thirds. There 
will soon bo no good reason ivhy a man 
who may, leave Victoria at 12 o'cloek at 
night should bob find himself in Ifab at 
11 o'clock the following morning.

TllELAND. 
Dublin, Oct, li. — John Dillon, presid- 
ing at a meeting of the national league 
to-day, warned tenants who coniouiplaled 
the immediate puichase of land not to 
pay wore than an amount of ten years' 
rental. I^he same people, he said, must 
either pay or fight for land, and the price 
he indicated was a fair compensation to 
the landlord. 

FRANCK 
London, Oct. t>. — The French election 
returns will, perhaps, bo made more in- 
telligible to many American readers by a 
brief statement of the attltud« of the 
various political parties. The conserv- 
atives who have made extensive gains 
are monarchista of one faction or another. 
Some of them are adlioronta of Coinpte 
de Paris, others of the Uonapart family. 
They would like a monarchial government 
restored in. Franco, Republicana or 
moderates are supportera of the present 
ministry, with Brisson and De Freycinet 
as representative loaders. Thoy are like- 
wise partisans of SI. Jules Ferry, who 
was formerly prime minister. The radi- 
cals look to Mr. Clomencsan as their 
leader. They are as eager as monarchists 
for tho overthrow of the republic; but 
only that they may give the government 
more radical learnings. Ropublicans 
wish to maintain a parliamentary form of 
government; but tho radicals wish to 
abolish the senate and substitute in place 
a chambers as 'at present instituted. It 
aeenia doubtful at thia moment whether 
the ministry can gather about it a work- 
ing majority in the new chamber. Shrewd 
ubsHrvers bolieva that the now chamber 
will bo short-lived; that no ministry can 
bo patched up that wiU long command 
support, and that consequently there will 
be another disaolution and another gen- 
eral election it? \ht scar fjlure. BI. M. 
Augon, Waldcck, Rousseau, Leptrand and 
Perault, who were defeated in tho oloc- 
tion.s, have resigned their seats ip the 
cabinet. 

It is rumored that the royalists' success 
will insure the expulsion of the Ocleaniat 
princ'i.t and others. 

Tho Temps has a despatch from Ton- 
quin saying that Gen. Jnimias' division ia 
preparing to occupy Q'hamjuan, and that 
fighting ia expected there. The Ulack 
Flags have been reorganized and ace oc- 
cupying strengthened podtions. 

ENGLAND. 

LoxDON, Oct. 6. — M. De Qiers, Russian 
foreign minister, haa gone to 13erlin to 
confer with Prince Biimarck. 

Lo.vDON, Oct. C. — Oldham employers at 
a moeting to-day rejected the proposition 
made by the workmen that a reduction in 
wages of only five per cent, bo made. The 
omplciyera insist upon a reiuotion of ten 
per cent. The strike has laetsd eleven 
weeka. 

GREECE. 
Atiik.v.4, Oct, 6, — The remainder of the 
army reserve haa been called out for im- 
mediate service. 

IIOUMANIA. 
BKLaaA.DR, Oct. 6. — The remainder of 
the reserves has been called out, and all 
military surgeons have gone to the fron- 
tier. 

Pim.i.ii'oroLis, Oct. C. — A proposal to 
make Prince Aleiandor merely governor 
of llnumolia causes dissatisfaction hero. 
It is considered an impractical proposi- 
tion, and is likely to prevent a pacific set- 
tlement of the trouble. 

SPAIN'. 

Mai>rid, Oct. 6. — Cliulora has appeared 
in San Bernadllo lunatic asylum at Barce- 
lona, which has 700 inmates. Seven cases 
and four deaths are reported in the asy- 
lum. 

SAMOA. 

W.vsHiNiiTOM, Oct — Dr. Theodore 
Ciiniaaua, after having apeiit three years 
in the consular service at Samoa, has re- 
turned here. Ho brings a letter from tho 
king of .Samoa and some gifts. Dr. Ca- 
niaus woa an eye witness to the recent at- 
tempt of tho Clermaii government lo ob- 
tain possession of the Samoan islands, 
and the letter which he brings from tho 
present king, is a plethoric protest to the 
United States. Dr. Caniaus and the Brit- 
ish consul, when the German war ships 
arrived at Samoa, erected a fort and 
planted the German ilag there and made 
a very energetic protest that North Ger- 
many should not seize the group of Islands. 
Undoubtedly it was in a groat measure 
due to this vigorous protest of the con- 
suls that the German expedition stopped 
where it did.

Tha latest report is the law of 
the Dominion of Canada requiring pay- 
ment of §5^ for every Chinaman sent 
across the t^order, as our custom ofljcers 
are directed to send back to British soil 
every Celestial coming thonca to our ov,'n 
free land in violation of tlie torms of the 
restriction act. Tho aituatlon ia perplex- 
ing. If such a law ia really in operation 
In Canada we are the last who h&ve any 
right to complain of it since it ia only a 
shrewd mon.ey making application of our 
own exclusive principloa. It would not 
be a bad Idea were it legally practicable to 
tai the Chiniiphoblata of the Pacific slope 
lo ralso money to pay the re-admiesiou 
fee. Commenting on the same subject 
the Post says the situation is a novel one, 
and raises an international (question of 
peculiar points. 

' WASHINGTON. 
' "WAflarjiaroH, Oct. <5. — The saoretary of 



the treasury to-day referred to the attor- 
ney general tor an opinion, an interesting 
question witt regard to the enforcement 
of the Ohinege restriction act. Ono of 
tha methods employed to evade the law 
waa for emigrants to land in British Col- 
umbia and oroaa the border into Washing- 
ton Territory. When such persona were 
found they wore taken buck Into Britiah 
Columbia and warned not to return to the 
United States. It is possible the many 
Chinese laborers who had entered the U. 
S in various other ways were driven into 
British Columbia under an imprea.iion 
that thoy came from there. The authori- 
ties in British Columbia protested against 
this practice, and called attention to a law 
imposing a tax of $50 on all Chinese who 
landed in the British possessions. The 
collector at Port Townsond reported the 
situation to the treasury department and 
asked for instructions. Tho aocrotary has 
called on the attcrnoy-goueral for an 
opinion and it is likely that the matter 
will bo brought before tho cabinet at its 
next moeting.

Master Workman 
Powderly in his address said ho had pre- 
pared the draft of a bill to be presented 
to congress, which will if adopted pro- 
hibit the employment of inmates of state 
or county prisons on government 
work of any kind. The assembly 
should demand that all land now hold for 
speculative purposes should be restored 
to the public domain. He discom.tcn- 
anced the proposition to inaugi:r.it>3 a 
strike tor the establishment of the 
short hour plan in May, 188G. Ho 
believed an annual convention should be 
held in every statCiterritory and province, 
to be composed of representatives from all 
labor organizations within the boundary 
of the states, territories or provinces, to 
discuss all matters appertaining to labor 
interests. Boards of industry should also 
bo organized in every municipality, which 
should keep watch over tho destinies of 
workers. Workinginen on tho continent 
of North America, he said, must take 
some action looking to the prevention of 
'immigration during periods of doproaaion. 
This country can no longer bo called tho 
workshop of the world, ever}' step to 
make it tho poor house of tho world 
should bo resisted. The proBidenl then 
touched on bnycutting, and snid that when 
the end sought for had been accomplished 
it should be discontinued. Drunkenness 
should bo punished by expulsion. 'He 
thought it time for the Knights of Labor 
to be more careful about championing tho 
atrlkea of other organizations.

New York, Sept. 26. — Mr. Talmage, 
discussing tho Pall Mall Gazette e.^posures 
in the Bnioklyn tabernacle, said that Mr.

Tho lower classes 
would not be purified until the upper 
classes were purified. No ayatem of mor- 
als except that of the Bible waa worth 
anything, Conform aooiety to that stand- 
ard aud all prosperities, attended, but to 
any other standard and blasting disinte- 
gration would ensue. As exposure of vice 
must precede cure, the light must be 
turned on. If Mr. Stead went to the 
penitentiary he would go as certainly in 
the service of God as any martyr over 
went to the stake. His position would bo 
sublime for all time and all eternity. Tho 
right side would be the winning side in 
the end, if not now. 

C'liurcliill aiiil ICussia. 

Lord Randolph Churchill, in speaking 
at a cutlers' feast in Sheffield, referred to 
the u.^tension of Russian territory in tho 
direction of Afghanistan as follows: 

"You are no doubt well nwaro that 
shortly before tho late government loft 
oliico an agrooniont had boon come to be- 
tween Lord Granville, aa representative of 
the late gqverninent, and that most able, 
most accoinipttshed, most cultivated gen- 
tleman, M. De Stael, who ropreaents hia 
imporli.l majftsty the czar, by which tho 
oasis of Peiinueta was to bo conceded to 
the Russians, and the paaa of ZulQcar 
(which was at the time more or less in the 
occupation of the Russians) was to be 
given back to the omeer of Afghanistan. 
Well, that arraagenient had been come 
to between that ambassador and tho 
Foroiyn secretary some six woojca or more 
before tho olumgo ol the government took 
place, and the- government of St. Peters- 
burg had been Junable to ratify that a- 
greement because the government of St. 
Petersburg had discovered it waa neces- 
sary that they should retain a certain 
and ver3' considerable portion of the pass 
of Xulficar in order that they might pro- 
serve, as thoy said, certain communica- 
tions which ware csaontial to the safety of 
their possessions in that part. It will bo 
aeon froii) the papers which will shortly 
be published that when Her Majesty's 
present guvenimoiit succeeded to office, 
the last dispatch which passed between 
Lord Granville and tho Russian govern- 
ment was of a nature very stern, and vary 
uncompromising. The governments had 
come to a daadluck. Hostile armies were 
in close proximity. 

"Her m'ljoaty's present government 
came Into dflico, and came with a loyal, 
firm determination to recognize accom- 
plished facta, however much they might 
doploro tlioin — to recognize .and to make 
tho beat of th'im, and to endeavor by all 
the means in their power to arrive if it 
were humanly poasiblo, at an amicable 
understanding with the great empire of 
Russia ill regard to this Central Asia 
question, and to use every effort, if it 
were within the range of human elfort. to 
avert the frightful and incalculablefcatas- 
irophe of war between the two great 
po wen."

Finy Dollars a Day Tor Some of 
Tliciii. 



Frospector$i and Purchasers 
Busy. 

A Lively Scene Aiongr tbc Creek. 

To Mr. J. F., Allison, J. P., a largo 
stock-raiser of the Semilkameen district, 
we are in<:lebted for the following latest 
news from the Granite Greek mines: 

Entrusted to his care, he brinpjs about 
85000 worth of gold dust, among which is 
a nugget of smooth worn gold valued at 
^83; it ia the property of a Chinaman. 
The men, of whom there are about three 
hundred, are stretched along the cri-ek for 
about Bve miles from the scene of the 
first discovery, and are conliiiiiig their 
attention to creek chiima, tho only ones at 
at preaeiit being worked. Chinamen are 
purchasing from tho whites with consider- 
able speculative spirit, paying for claims 
from iflOO to as high ai $1600, the latter 
price being paid for a claim from which 
that amount had been already taken out. 
It is perfectly reliable to state that all are 
making wages, while some (working with 
sluices) are taking out

to the hand. One old miner, Oeurge 
Sutherland, ia making nearly us much 
with a rocker, or, rather, sees that it is 
made for Iiim. It ia in this way: Georgo, 
who knows a tliiiii; or two, ia aware thero 
is nothing in hard work. Accordingly, he 
has hired a OhinCman to work the rocker 
while he himself sits by and watches him 
— ^and watches him very sharply, too. It 
is literally a case of "Ruck the Cradle, 
John." 

Several creeka in the vicinity are being 
prospected, but not yet heard from. The 
Tulameen river, embracing an area of 
about fifty square miles, ia thought by 
practical miners to hold forth very good 
indicationa and in view of the late lucky 
striku;pro.spi'Cliiig will bo conduclod with 
increased eiieruy. That part of Granite 
Creok whore tho claims are being worked 
is about l!G miles from tlope, and a good 
trail all tho way. The cost of packing, 
which ia dong by Indians, is moderate — 
2i cents to 3i cents per pound. On tlio 
creek itself fl iur is Bulling for §3 60 per 
sack; bacon 25 to 30 cents per pound; 
auijar, live pounds forgl; beef, 10 to 12 
cents per pound, and other provisions in 
proportion. The mosu L'xpensive article 
is lumber— 12 to 14 cents being charged 
for cutting ulono. 

Tho closing remark of Mr. Allison 
struck us as being an full of liard sense 
that wo repeat it. "I would not adviao," 
said he, "any men to go to these mines 
this year. There is already a large num- 
ber of men waiting around to take up any 
(ixtra land that may bo loft vacant when 
the claims are adjusted, and it ia too late 
tu start out to prospect at random and 
■/.•:::lcr it out. Those who are disposed to 
purchase can go there now to advantage, 
and oven practical minora may make 
enough use of what time is left tiiis year 
to know better where to go in tho spring; 
but to the general run of gold seekers, I 
should say, 'Don't go there this year.' " 

Ooiner. 

Competition is said to be the life of 
trade, and even John Chinaman is getting 
the benefit of a little of this spirit in the 
form of a cheap return to his native soil. 
A Chinese merchant who chartered tho 
bark Alden Besao as a paaaenger ship to 
Hongkong paid therefor, it appeals, n 
higher price than an equally speculative 
countryman had cileulated would bo auf- 
ficient. The merchants wero friends, but 
are 30 no more; tho tirst aj'mptom of 
estrangement being e:^hibited in the one 
who was outbidiien chartering the bark 
Spartan for a similar purpose. There will 
be a consequent cutting of rates,' which 
will serve as an extra inducement to in- 
tending puhsenijora, whose number, it ia 
expected, will only be limited by the fa- 
cilities fur their accommodation. The 
Alden Besie, which is supposed to leave 
on the lOLh, will take from 300 to 400 
Chinese, and the Spartan's number will 
fall • but little short. May a favurablo 
breeze from here to China be established 
and maintained until the sight uf a heath- 
en's pigtail in British Columbia becun^es a 
tradition of the past I

Hia excellency the governor-general 
and suite arrived at Port Moodyyeaterday 
morning by special train from Yale. Ad- 
dresses were severally read byMr..l.T. 
Scott, on behalf of tho Port Moody folks, 
and by Mr. S. J. Wade, representing tho 
Oddfellows. ' The governor and suite left 
shortly before noon by the steamer Doug- 
laa for Victoria. 

Tho decorations along tho line of march 
fixed for his excellency's landing to day 
are not very elaborate nor very extensive;

In 
tbo preceding year tliu iui|)ortiillons of 
coffee were but lilU, 000,000 pounds. ( )ur 
coffee, however, has not cost us as much 
per pound this year as last, for altliou'jh 
wc imported -'W, (100, (100 pounds luurc wo 
paid ij;;!, 000.000 less for it, our collee bill 
in the year just passed being s i;!, 000, 000 
in round nambevs or less than each 
for, the totfd population. 

Tbo importations of sugar in tlic year 
just i)ast amount to L','l(i0,0OO,00i) poii'inis, 
or a lillle over I'ort^' ])ounds per head I'or 
every niaa, woman and child in llie euun- 
try. The iniporladous of sugar have 
been in pounds about the same as last, 
year; possibly a little lo'-s. The co.-l, 
however, has been very much le>.s. In Ihu 
fiscal year lb8 l the value of tbo sui;ar im- 
ported was over .•i;in),000,00U, while this 
year it has only amouuted to aliout ■•<>y^.- 
000,000. Sugar is chea|) the world over 
this year. The German and 1' reneh gov 
ernments have glvuu large sums for ibo 
bepeflt of' sugar production in their ro- 
flpective countries, and the people uf tlie 
Uott/^ States have, unconsciom^ly in 
most lOascs, been consuming large quanti- 
ties of i»ot sugar imported from /ranee 
iiad G^rniany, while ilio low prices in 
Europe have coinpelle\l the sugar-pro- 
iducers of Cuba to accept low prices for 
Iheir sweets. Su^ar and coffee form by 
far the largest and most important arti- 
cles of import 

The next important in cost among the Im- 
ports is silk. The importations in silk in 
the year just ended amount in round 
numbers to nearly !i;:ir),00O,O0O, vvliicli. bv 
the way, is 000,000 or .'?.'"), (100, 0!!0 le.ss 
than the silk imported in the pm'Osling 
year. Next in value to tbo importations 
of silk come those of lla.x, boinp, jute, 
and similar materials, whicli amouiit to 
$25,000,000 a .year iii round numbers. 
Cotton goods come next, amounting to 
over .$20,000,000. Curious, isu I it, iliat 
this country, the great cotton field of the 
world, with its wonderful facilities for 
wanuiijcturing, should scud over s20, • 
000,000 ttbread for mauufacturcs of 
.cotton? 

Those ostri'di farms in California must 
have been extremely busy in llio jiast 
year; at least the importtttious of ostrich 
feathers, which in the liscal year 188-t 
were i;;?,500,000, weru in the v<iar just 
«ndedless than ;i2,O0O,000. The dear' 
dies have been bu.sy, however, if not wiiU 
feathers with something else, for the im- 
portations uf their hats and buitucis iii 
the past year amount to ;*-1,."jOO, 000, 
against about !?ii,,'j00,000 in the preceding 
year. There is not much opportunity lor 
the horrid men, however, to inalco re- 
marks on this subject, for their 
imported tobacco cost them double what 
the ladies' hats cost, or in round 
nufttbera $9,000,000. The wearers of dia- 
moiKls seem to have taken a sudden 
spasm of economy, for in the year just 
ended their Importations of diamonds 
have )joen only iiio.oou, 000, ngainst .s'.i,OOo,- 
OOO In the preceding year. 

The cost of ladies' hats given aliovo

expenditures in this line, for tlieir dress 
goods in wool and alpaca alone auiount to 
$18,000,000, while the cloths, mostly for 
gentlemen to wear, ainuuiU to over 
$0,000,000. Indeed, the lolal iiniioria 
tions of wools and woolen goods exceed 
in value those of silk or cotton, the total 
of all grades of wool aud woolen goods 
being nearly .'ji-10,000,000.
